The battle for power in the Sen- 
ate tightened into today as Demo- 
crats picked up a seat in Colorado, 
but suffered a setback in Ala- 
bama, and Republicans held their 
own in high-profile races in South 
Carolina, Iowa, Texas and Kansas, 
dramatically narrowing the politi- 
cal map. 

Republicans fought to retain 
their Senate majority by turning 
back a surge of Democrats chal- 
lenging allies of President Donald 
Trump, and the Democrats’ vari- 
ous paths to seizing control were 
growing more limited. With sev- 
eral contests still too early to call, 
and one Georgia race heading toa 
January runoff, the final verdict is 
expected to drag on. 

Democrats gained a seat when 
ex-Gov. John Hickenlooper 
ousted GOP Sen. Cory Gardner in 
Colorado, a must-win to flip the 
Senate, but couldn’t hold on in Al- 
abama, where former Auburn 
football coach Tommy Tuberville 
beat Sen. Doug Jones. 

At the same time, several 
battlegrounds broke for Republi- 
cans: South Carolina, where 
White House ally Sen. Lindsey 
Graham survived the race of his 
political career against Jamie 
Harrison; Texas, as Sen.

Two Democrats, former allies, fighting to replace

Assemblyman Todd Gloria 
held a significant lead Tuesday 
night over fellow Democrat Coun- 
cilwoman Barbara Bry in the bat- 
tle to become San Diego’s next 
mayor, according to unofficial re- 
sults released by the county regis- 
trar of voters. 

The former allies have beenina 
fierce battle to replace termed-out 
Republican Mayor Kevin 
Faulconer. The well-funded cam- 
paign has featured attack ads 
from both sides on TV and in mai- 
lers. 

Bry said Tuesday night that 
she expects to gain ground as 


that her campaign expected to be 
trailing because early voters 
leaned farther to the left, which fa- 
vors Gloria. 

“There are Still ballots left to 
count,” she said. Gloria campaign 
consultant Jen Tierney said she 
doubts the remaining ballots can 
close the gap because the early 
vote counts released Tuesday eve- 
ning represent well over half of the 
votes cast in the mayor’s race. 

“I think she could pick up 
some,” Tierney said. “But I don’t 
see how she could close this gap.” 

Tierney said there wasn’t one 
key factor in the race, contending 
that voters chose Gloria because 
he is simply a superior candidate.

The presidential election ina 
country convulsed by crisis was 
too close to call late Tuesday 
night, with Democratic nominee 
Joe Biden’s path to victory ap- 
pearing to narrow as President 
Donald Trump outperformed ex- 
pectations in key battleground 
states. 

Democratic hopes for a re- 
sounding coast-to-coast repudi- 
ation of Trump over his manage- 
ment of the coronavirus pan- 
demic, the economy and race re- 
lations did not immediately 
materialize. 

Instead, Trump was buoyed 
by a projected victories in Ohio, 
in Florida andin Texas, while also 
keeping his margins with Biden 
tight in Georgia, Minnesota and 
North Carolina — all of them too 
tight to declare a winner Tuesday 
night. 

Still, Biden showed strength 
with a late lead in Arizona, a tra- 
ditionally Republican state 
where Trump was especially vul- 
nerable. And Biden’s clearest 
path to clinching a majority of 
electoral college votes remained 
in sight: A trio of Rust Belt states 
that both campaigns had pri- 
oritized.
